At the sam e hour fire practically 
gutted the Occidental hotel, corner of 
W ashington and Illinois streets, en­ 
tailing a ioss of near $50,000. 
F ortu 
nately there was no loss of life, the 
guests escaping safely, though most 
of them lost all their belongings save 
the scanty attire in which they made 
their escape 
The nre was one of the 
most spectacular that has visited the 
•ity for some time, and there were 
m any thrilling escapes.
